For a few days, it looked like 
the Wilmington Senior Citizens’ 
Drop-in Center might not have a 
roof. 

The Wilmington Council on 
Aging had made an agreement 
with Shawsheen Tech for 
students from that school to 
renovate the old Buzzell School 
for a drop-in center. But then 
Tech officials notified the COA 
that the students could not carry 
out the work on the roof and 
have it finished before winter. 
The students would be able to 
take care of the other work, 
however. 

The news left the building 
committee stymied. They are 
undertaking a major renovation 
of a 50-year old building. Except 
for an appropriation of $11,000 
from the town, the COA is 


relying on donations. There was 

no money to pay for a roof.

Developer learns of Texas-sized 


problems in old gravel pit 


A Texas developer hoping to 
build a large office complex on 
the Corey property in North 
Wilmington is evaluating costs 
of cleaning up debris and 
restoring wetlands. 

At a meeting with the 
Wilmington Conservation 
Commission, Edward Callan 
said that he was committed to 
proceeding with the project, 
because he already had a 
substantial sum invested. He 
wanted to know what kinds of 
problems he would have to 
overcome. 

He recently bought the 50-acre 
parcel from Robert Corey, who 
had operated a building 
wrecking company there for 
many years. The land is located 
at the intersection of Routes 125 
and 93.

1 believe “that parents in 
Wilmington care deeply for their 
children. How, then, can I better 
reach out to mothers, fathers 
and teachers with informaiton 
and skills that can make 
childhood a safer place to be? 

As a parent, I find it totally 
unacceptable that abduction and 
sexual abuse are a part of so 
many children’s lives. I cannot 
accept that violence, substance 
abuse and negative peer 
pressure are robbing our 
children of their innocence. 
I have committed the only 
resources I have to change this 
tragic reality — my professional 
skills and my volunteer time. 

But in Wilmington, in my own 
community where it means the 
most tome, I am failing to make 
an impact. Allow me to share a 
few examples 

Last winter I volunteered my 
speaking and consulting ser- 
vices to two pre-school 
programs in which my children 
had been enrolled.

Dear Larz 

In November the voters of 
Tewksbury will have an op- 
portunity to vote with respect to 
the addition of hydrofluosilic 
acid to its water supply — this 
agent is a waste product that 
comes from the processing of 
chemical fertilizers and 
aluminum. It is quite different 
from the fluoride found in 
nature. 

The community expressed its 
concern about the harmful ef- 
fects of forced fluoridation in an 
open meeting a few years ago. 
Since then, the water quality has 
deteriorated, and the taste and 
color have become awful’ The 
addition of hydrofluosilic acid 
would only make things worse — 
it would raise the acid level of 
water already critical because 
of pollutants carried in the air 
and dropped on us as acid rain. 
The chemical is not water 
soluble, and thus collects in the 
body and could produce in- 
sidious long-term effects. The 
Federal Government recently 
banned ECB's because of that 
same long-term problem on our 
health. 

We would be wise to develop a 
program in Tewksbury that 
would make us independent with 
respect to our water supply 
much the same as all the 
surrounding towns have 
managed to do, and to produce 
clean pure water for drinking 
purposes. 

The first step in that direction 
is to vote against the 
fluoridation of our water.

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Board signs sewer rules package, 
approves sewer extensions 


Tewksbury's selectmen, 
acting as the board of public 
works, signed last Thursday a 
set of sewer rules 
regulations. Those rules and 
regulations will govern the use 
of sewers in Tewksbury, The 
program wili standardize 
operations of the sewer, and was 
prepared by the town’s water 
and sewer consulting 
engineering firm, Camp Dresser 
& McKee (CDM) 

The rules and regulations will 
be publically advertised for 
three weeks before they will go 
into effect. It is believed that tie- 
ins into the system can start 
once the rules and regulations 
take effect. 

The selectmen also spent a lot 
of time last Thursday discussing 
both present and future sewer 
extension projects. They gave 
the okay last Tuesday for two 
developers to proceed with their 
proposals. 

One of the future projects is 
tied into an industrial office 
development a! the northwest 
corner of Route 495 and North 
Street. The multi-phase project, 
called Apple Hill Technology 
Park, will possibly involve over 
$60 million in construction, Site 
preparation work for a $20 
million first phase-has already 
started 

JDC Industries, developers of 
the office park, proposed to 
build a sewer line from their site 
entrance on North Street to 
Andover Street. The plan 
developers presented calls for a 
pumping station to be built 
under North Street to pump 
septage leaving the site up to the 
exisiting line on Andover Street 

But, there was an alternate 
plan presented that would do 
away with the pumping station. 
Also discussed was a 5700 foot 
long gravity fed cross-country 
sewer main that would run out 
the rear of the site, across 
Greenmeadow Drive and Trull 
Road before connecting into an 
existing 42 inch main trunk 
sewer near Longmeadow Drive. 

Costs for that 5700 foot sewer 
would be in the $300,000 to 
$350,000 range. The town 
meeting would have to vole 
easements to cross Green 


meadow Drive and Trull Road 
A thir route, which would 
require an on-site pumping 


station and is designed to handle 
the needs of only the first phase, 
would see a Sewer easement go 
through the Loella Dewing 
School property and connect to 
the existing Andover Street 
sewer, 

The school committee will 
address that plan November 7 
and an article asking the 
townspeople to grant the 
easement is being presented at 
the November 14 special town 
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meeting 

The board voted Tuesday to 
give JDC the go ahead on the 
plan to cross to school land and 
hook into the system on Andover 
Street ona temporary basis. The 
board also expressed their 
«understanding that when the 
parcel is fully developed, the 
sewer line and pumping station 
will be abandoned and the line to 
Longmeadow Drive will be built 

The board is still reviewing 
plans for Wang to connect into 
the sewer system. Last Thur 
sday, Walter Henry of Wang 
Laboratories discussed three 
options for connecting Wang's 


North Street facility to the 
public sewers. 
Wang could connect by a 


gravity sewer to Trull Road. 
This would mean going through 
swampland, peat, and ledge, 
however. 


A second option is to build a 
pumping station to connect the 
facility into a North Street line 
which would flow up to Andover 
Street. 

The last choice is to install a 
force main to connect with 
Eastgate Road, and then 
ssibly cross the Great Swamp 
ach the existing main trunk 


line 


This plan met with some 
approval from the board, as 
they have been discussing the 
reconstruction of Eastgate 
Road. The board usually votes to 
repave streets affected by sewer 
construction from curb to curb. 
The plan to build the sewer, 
however, would possibly delay 
the street reconstruction. 

A third proposed extension 
plan was presented to the board 
last Thursday by Engineer 
Robert Morris. This plan, which 
gained board approval last 
Tuesday, involves a connection 
of the Payen Green Con 
dominium project on North 
Street to the town sewer. 


Some months ago, developers 
of the Patten Green project and 
developers of the Roper Estates 
Condominium — project _ off 
Pleasant Street were to share 
costs in building a sewer line 
that would serve both proper 
ties 

That sewer line was to have 
gone through the Roper Estates 
land and come out to Helvetia 
Street near Round Pond. It 
would have then gone up 
Tremblay Avenue, across Main 
Street, past the Patten Green 
site and North Street School 
before connecting into the main 
trunk line near the railroad bed 
off North Street 

Selectman Bill Hallisey 
reviewed the history of that 
project and noted how the town 
contributed $15,000 to connect 
the North Street School. He also 
noted how the developers of 
Roper Estates had planned the 
program 

But, Patten Green dropped out 
of the picture, and the planned 
sewer line had to be changed, 
Hallisey said. The sewer now 
being built from North Street to 
Pleasant Street will serve the 
Roper Estates project and many 
homes in the area 


% Hallisey reported Tuesday 
that after reviewing the plans 
with the developers and CDM, 
there should be no problem with 
the proposed connection of 
Patten Green to the trunk line. 

On another sewer related 
issue, CDM Engineers Don 
Breda and Bill Mackey 
discussed Thursday a board 
policy decision regarding how 
plans for privately funded sewer 
extensions will be reviewed and 
inspected and what that service 
would cost 

The board came to an 
agreement last Tuesday by 
which CDM will review future 
extension plans to insure they 
meet town standards and pass 
the cost of that review process 
onto the private developers. 
Mackey told the board Tuesday 
that the most they've charged 
for reviewing already approved 
extension projects in town so far 
has been $500. 

Once the private extension 
plans are approved, the town 
would hire an experienced and 
qualified temporary part time 
sewer inspector to inspect the 
day to day construction on those 
projects with CDM providing a 
final inspection. 

The cost to hire an on-site 
inspector would be about $100 a 
day, or $12.50 per hour, said Bill 
Burris, acting public works 

: endent 

Estimating that a contractor 
can install an average of 75 feet 


of sewer pipe per day, the board 
voted to charge $100 for every 75 
feet of pipe in the project as an 
inspection fee. That fee will 
cover the cost of hiring the on- 
site inspector 

Another issue discussed 
Thursday concerned a pond tha! 
was created in the back of 
homes on Cynthia Road when 
the sewer trunk line was con- 
structed part of that 
program's contract number 10 


as 


‘The town has proposed filling 
in that portion of the lots which 
has been affected. That filling-in 
will restore the land to the way it 
was before the sewer line w 
built. Neighbors of the area say 
the land was never wet until 
after the sewer was built 

Engineer Bill Burris told the 
selectmen it appears that the 
filling material to be trucked in 
will have’ to come along the 
route of the sewer rather than 
over the front of the 
homeowner's lots. If that is the 
case, he said, the cost estimate

Zoning 
bylaws require all residential 
structures to be at least 10 (eet 
away from the neighboring lot 
line. 

Homes in the Edgewood Road 
and Algonquin Drive area, just 
off Shawsheen Street, are in a 
subdivision created in the 1920s. 


There are other such sub 
divisions, in South Tewksbury, 
Wilmington, and Pinehurst 
section of Billerica, to name a 


few places. Homes were built 
too close to the property lines, 
and they were not required to 
conform to any building code 
There was no planning board, 
nor a building inspector in the 
early 1920s. More than a few 
cases of this type appear before 
the board of appeals, mostly 
because owners are attempting 
to sell, and banks will not allow 
mortgages on land with 
flawed” titles.

Old town hall proposed as arts center

A proposal to turn the old town 
hall building into a community 
cultural center was placed 
before the board of selectmen at 
its Monday night meeting. Adele 
Passmore, president of the 
Wilmington Council for the Arts, 
read a letter requesting the 
building for a center which 
wouid allow all residents “to 
participate in a learning ex- 
perience" and enjoy the talents 
of others. 

Passmore explained that such 
a cultural center, under the 
aegis of the Council for the Arts, 
would benefit all town residents 
and solve the Council’s need for 
a permanent exhibition space. It 
would allow the Council to bring 
outside talent into town, possibly 
in the form of traveling art 
exhibits, and could enhance and 
preserve the historic aspect of 
the building. All art forms, in- 
cluding music, drama, and 
literature could be highlighted. 

In utilizing present building 
space, Passmore outlined a plan 
to use the first floor as an art 
gallery with smaller rooms used 
as teaching or practice rooms by 
local music groups or school 
children. Though they could get 
by with just the first floor of the 
building, Passmore suggested 
turning the downstairs into “a 
studio environment" for local 
artists, 

It would be helpful, Passmore 
added, if the town could provide 
most of the maintenance. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
agreed with the proposal, 
though he pointed out that 
maintenance department offices 
would probably be put down- 
stairs. If this were the case, the 
Council for the Arts could 
probably use the upstairs at no 
extra heating or maintenance 
cost to the town. He then 
questioned — if another 
organization could conceivably 
use the building one night a 
week. 

Passmore answered that you 
would run into insurance 
problems, as any exhibit would 
have to be secured for insurance 
purposes and the Council would 
have to maintain security with 
another group there. 

Mrs. Ballou spoke in favor of 


the proposal saying “without 
arts, we're never really 
educated."" In her view, this 


proposal would open up the arts 
to children and allow them to see 
“things of beauty,” as well as 
provide good public relations for 
the town of Wilmington. 

Chairman Jim Stewart ex 
plained that, since a number of 
town organizatons have ex 
pressed an interest in using the 
building, selectmen will hold a 
public hearing in November to 
resolve the issue. 

He did add that one factor in 
the Council's favor was his 
desire to keep the building in the 
hands of a town board and 
“you're the only ones who have 
come forward"’ at this time. 

In a building department 
update offered by Building 
Inspector Charles Lawrenson, 
selectmen learned that the town 
made over $12,000 in profit from 
his department this year and 
that things were definitely going 
well financially ‘with no end in 
sight.” There was a healthy 
growth of $19 million this 
calendar year as compared to 
$16 million last year, he added. 

With all this. growth, 
discussion then centered around 
Dan Ballou's suggestion to 
obtain a full time assistant for 
Lawrenson, He already has an 
assistant who gets $7,000 a year, 
but Lawrenson would like to 
increase his salary and hire him 


in an apprentice position so that 
he could conceivably take over 
when he retires 


DePasquale pointed out that 
this could certainly be discussed 
in budget talks two months 
hence. 

Concern seemed to center 
around the need for an extra 
person in the health, 
engineering, and building 
departments at all times to free 
inspectors for their numerous 
hours of field work, DePasquale 
insisted on someone who has the 
authority and proper 
background to take action 
should that be necessary in the 
absence of the inspector, not just 
someone to fill in as Arthur 
Smith is doing now. 

“There's a distinct dif- 
ference'’ between a clerk and 
someone in an apprentice 
position, he said. 

DePasquale also suggsted it 
might be worthwhile to consider 
restructuring town departments 
into an Office of Community 
Development, where residents 
could go to have all their 
questions answered at once and 
not have to go from one 
department to another. 

Greater accessibility for 
handicapped persons in new 
town buildings was brought to 
Lawrenson's attention by Ac- 
cess Is Mandatory (AIM) 
Committee Chairman Larry 
Curtis. Curtis, in refering to a 
new office building on Main 
Street, pointed out that the 
builder should have made at 
least the first floor accessible. 

Lawrenson answered that 
according to the new codes, it’s 
true all new buildings have to be 
accessible. But that may only 
mean “provide that ramp" and 
a front door that's it. By doing 
thal, builders have fulfilled the 
letter of the law. In the building 
Curtis referred to, there are 
architectural barriers which 
can only be changed at the State 
level, Lawrenson said. The 
building has a ramp to the front 
door, but stairs inside the door. 

Also on the agenda, the sale of 
more town owned land created 
some confusion as selectmen 
sought to sell a parcel of land at 
the intersection of St. Paul 
Street and Garden Avenue to 
Leo Campbell and his wife 
Kathy. 

The prime cause of the con: 
fusion was the interpretation of 
a condition placed on Camp- 
bell's present property by the 
Board of Appeals. 

Campbell had bought a piece 
of land at town meeting with the 
intent to build a single family 
dwelling on it and sell it as an 
investment. The Board of Ap- 


peals said he can build on his 
land, but set a condition that he 
had to go through the motion of 
requsting abutting land in a 
petition to the board of select- 


men. This abutting lot at St 
Paul and Garden would only be 
used as a reserve area for his 
septic system. Technically, in 
coming before the selectmen, 
Campbell did fulfill the terms of 
the agreement 

To further complicate mat. 
ters, before a resident can 
purchase abutting land from the 
selectmen, he has to have a 
building already in existance on 
his own land. This Campbell 
doesn't have. He wanted the 
assurance of the abutting lot 
before he began to build 
DePasquale pointed out that 
because of the legalities in- 
volved here, it isn’t right to sell 
Campbell that lot 

DePasquale suggested to 
Campbell that it would be in his 
best interest to buy land through 
town meeting. This way one lot 
wouldn't be contiguous on the 
other. Campbell could keep 
them as two separate lots so that 
if there's a “clouc’’ or restric. 
tion on one it won't affect the 
other. In coming before the 
selectmen as he's doing now, 
DePasquale added, he has too 
much to lose. 


Selectman Bob Cain 
questioned if this was a 
“completely in appropriate 


sale” with the answer being yes, 
it was. 

Then a confusion of motions 
followed. Ballou made the 
motion to grant Campbell the 
Jand with the restriction that he 
start building on his own land 
right away to show good intent 
DePasquale sought to add an 
amendment that they get town 
counsel's opinion and come back 
in two weeks, 

This motion lost two to two 
with Chairman Stewart ab. 
staining because of conflict of 
interest 

The motion was then recon: 
sidered by Bob Cain and some 
discussion followed 
DePasquale pointed out that 
Campbell doesn’t meet the legal 
conditions and should be 
“talking to an attorney,” rather 
than trying to handle this 
himeself 

Dan Ballou made the same 
motion as before and this time it 
passed by a three to one vote. 

Other business before the 
board included petitions for 
poles and conduits on various 
town streets by New England 


Tewksbury developers 


seek new 


The developers of the 300 unit 
Indian Ridge condominium 
project off Shawhseen Street 
have proposed the creation of a 
new multiple family district 
(MFD) in town. The proposed’33 
acre site on Shawsheen Street 
currently houses an old ink 
factory just a short distance 
north of the Indian Ridge 
complex. 


‘The rezoning request, filed by 
Mickey and Ted Sullivan, will go 
before the upcoming November 
14 special town meeting. The 
proposal, as do all rezoning 
requests, will require a two- 
thirds majority to pass. 
The planning board has 
heduled a November 7 public 
hearing on the request. That 
hearing will start at 7:45 p.m. in 
the planning board office in the 
department of public works 
building at the corner of Pine 
Street and Whipple Road 
Accoring to a brief presen 
tation to the board Monday, the 
project, being called 
“Glengarriff", | would yield 
about 198 condo units containing 


condo zone 
between 1500 to 1600 square feet 


of space each. That's about 30 
percent larger than the 1200 to 


1300 square foot units in Indian 
Ridge. 

The development, adjacent to 
Anthony Road, across from 
Ballard Street and just .85 miles 
from Route 93, will be aimed at 
an upscale market. If the parcel 
is rezoned from general 
residence and farming to MFD, 
the developers do not plan to 
seek a special permit to start 
building the development until 
the spring of 1986 

The plans shown to the board 
Monday, calls for two entrances 
to the site off Shawsheen Street 
and a series of driveways 
leading to clusters of townhouse 
style buildings with attached 
garages. 

The developers say the land is 
about seven to 27 feet above the 
water level and contains a small 
area of wetlands to the rear of 
the site near the Shawsheen 
River. There are also a few 
streams running along the edges 
of the site into the Shawsheen 
River.

Martinique — Magnifique 


The next port on our Royal 
Caribbean Sun Viking saga was 


Martinque, the Isle of Flowers 
An ocean separates Martinque 
from France but this beautiful 
island is French to its very core 
with a splash of Caribbean color 
Martinique was discovered by 
Columbus in 1502 but in spite of 
repeated invasion attempts, 


NESTLED UNDER TOWERING, cloud- 
shrouded Mt. Pelee on the island of 
Martinique is the town of St. Pierre which 
was completely destroyed by a volcanic 


eruption in 1902. 


since 1653 it has been unmis 
takably French. In 1946 the 
island became a full-fledged 
Department of France with 
representatives in the National 
Assembly and Senate in Paris. 

One of the largest of the 
Lesser Antilles, Martinique is 
417 square miles of lush, un 
spoiled tropical vegetation, an 
artist’s palette of many colors. 
Along the northern coastline are 
picturesque fishing villages 
backed by rugged foothills 
called “‘mornes,” which grad- 
ually rise to the mountainous 
terrain of the interior. In con- 
trast are the stretches of sandy 
beaches along the southern 
shore where the resorts and 
hotels can be found. 

French is the spoken language 
but English is commonly under- 
stood while the natives have a 
Creole patois of their own. The 
population of 350,000 is a cosmo- 
politan mix which is predom- 
inantly Roman Catholic. It is 
said that the African, European 
and Hindu heritage is respon- 
sible for the widely acclaimed 
beauty of Martinique women 

The island’s most famous his- 
torical figure is Empress 
Josephine, a Creole who was 
born on a sugar plantation in 
1763 and married Napoleon in 
1796.

She never let ridicule 
get inher way. And she never let 
adversity get in the way of 

service and eventual triumph. 

“And there's a lesson there for 
the rest of us. Her lot was not an 
easy one. But even though things 
are sometimes unfair — and 
criticism uncalled for — you just 
have to set it aside. it's not 
always easy to accept, but you 
cannot dwell on the negative. 

“A woman of immense 
courage and unflagging 
stamina, Eleanor Roosevelt was 
never deterred in her continued 
efforts to improve the lives of 
those less fortunate.” 

Of course a small part of Mrs. 
Roosevelt's stamina may have 
derived from a small trick I'm 
told she managed to acquire — 
the ability to sleep with her eyes 
open — a useful technique for 
any very busy person who has to 
sit on a dais and listen to long, 
uninspired speeches.

“A Soldier's Story,” Starring

In “A Soldier's Story,"’ 
Howard E. Rollins gives a 
singular performance as the 
black army officer called in to 
investigate the death of a tough- 
as-nails, black sergent, played 
to perfection by Adolph Caesar. 

Director Norman Jewison 
does a commendable job setting 
the mood for this seamy tale of 
murder and the intolerable 
racism prevelant during World 
War II. Told via flashbacks, 
Jewison never lets this drama 
become a murky think-piece, 
but offsets some of the serious- 
ness with laughter. 

Rollins has only three days in 
which to find Caesar's mur- 
derer, but the tension evolves 
not because we want to know 
whodunnit as much as why-he- 
did-it. The murdered sergeant 
was a nasty, bitter man who 
despised the 
sidered to be 
Uncle Toms. And his bitter 
animosity toward soldiers who 
fall into this category was as 
frightening as his intense desire 
to “get them." As the story 
unfolds, this character study is 
extended to several of the men 
in his platoon, and the result is 
gripping. 

Actually, there is only one 
basic flaw to this film and that is 
the ending, which is overex- 
tended from the heart of the 
story. There is a wonderful 
scene after Rollins has solved 
the murder in which he stares 
alone into the rainy night and a 
solitary tear rolls down his 
cheek. Nothing more is needed. 
However, Jewison drags on with 
the black soldiers finally 
marching off to join the war in 
Germany, as if a rousing cheer 
were needed. It isn't, and the 
ending becomes nothing more 
than a gratuitous, patriotic 
salute.
